3. So that our record may be complete, it is requested that you 
forward a note or memorandum to me indicating when the material was 
covered and with whom. You may wish to coordinate across directorate 
lines; therefore I am forwarding to each of you the submissions of others.

The Director of 
Logistics, as senior contracting officer 
for CIA, is, therefore, the logical 
interface and liaison with that office. 
Further, the OFPP is involved with imple- 
mentation of recommendations by the 
President's Commission on Government 
Procurement (COGP). The DD/M§S, in 1973, 
assigned the responsibility for inter- 
facing with COGP to the Office of 
Logistics. The current liaison with 
OFPP is a natural extension of that 
relationship.
